ate official self-stultification which may be pronounced to be 
quite unique even in the recent history of British premiers, 

But the palm of political incapacity in this matter seems 
thus far to have beeu carried off by the London press, For 
we have the Zimes gravely asserting that Napoleon has com- 
mitted one of the most atrocious of historical crimes in ingist- 
ing upon the very demands which the English Premier avows 
that he had supported, and cluiming the sympathies of man- 
kind for Prussia in a war intended, a3 it says, to reconquer 
“ Alsace and Lorraine ;” or, in other words, two vast provin- 
ces, containing six great departments of the French empire, 
which have been French for more than two centuries, and 
which teem with a prosperous, brave, and high-spirited po- 
pulation more intensely hostile to Prussia and the Prussians 
than Paris itself! It is not easy to decide whether the Prus- 
sians have more cause to be disgusted with an ally who thus 
accuses their government of projects which, were the accusa- 
tion well-founded, would justify Surope in combining to sup- 
press the monarchy capable of conceiving them, or the French 
to be disgusted with a censor who thus coolly hands them 
over to dismemberment and mutilation by way of preventing 
them from asserting claims which the censor’s self has in- 
dorsed. 

The only reasonable inference from the extraordinary fer- 
ment thus revealed in tbe public mind of Great Britain clearly 
is that Great Britain sees, and is sore-vexed and alarmed at 
seeing, the probability that at some not distant day she her- 
eelf is tikely to be dragged into the vortex of the s rife which 
ber counsels have beer impotent to avert. This probability 
ie, indeed, sufficiently serious, For the storm of war, concen- 
trating, as our telegrams to-day inform us, so fast about Dutch 
Luxembourg, aud almyst on the very line of the frontiers of 
Belgium, can hardly widen its sweep far wi'hout involving 
rights and interests to the jeopardizing of which England can- 
not with honor, can indeed hardly with safety, remain wholly 
indifferenr. 

But neither Prussia nor Fiance will be much disturbed by 
this interference or by the fashion in which it is forced upon 
them. The cause which pleased Cato of old is always hateful 
to modern England. The power which first secures a deci- 
sive advantage over ils antagonist in this great strife will be 
as certain of the ultimate sympathy as of the ultimate assist- 
ance of Great Britain. The Prussia for which to-day the 
Zimes asks the sympatbies of mankind is the same Prussia 
which the Zimes denounced in her affair with Denmark as 
the “ brutal bully of Europe.” The Napoleon whom she to- 
day pronounces guilty of an atrocious crime is the same Na- 
poleon whem she hailed after the victorious day of Solferino 
a8 the wise and magnanimous arbiter of Europe.—J. Y, World.

WAR—PRUSSIA AND FRANCE. 


The declaration of war, threatened on account of the nomi- 
nation of Prince Leopold for the throne of Spain, has at last 
been made on the pretext of an incivility to the French Em 
bassador at Berlin. The difficulty on the part of France has 
been from the first a fraudulent quarrel, and it is fitting that 
it should culminate in a diplomatic falsehood so gross that the 
world can hardly feel serious'y angry at it. War between 
France and Prussia has been inevitable ever since the reor- 
ganization of Germany. The Bonaparte dynasty can main- 
tain itself only by tickling the French passion for glory, and 
all Europe has felt that Napoleon must soon make some des- 
perate movement to recover the prestige he lost during the 
seven weeks’ war of 1866 aud the disastrous experiment of 
the Latin empire in Mexico, The question of the Spanish 
throne was his first convenient pretext; he has waited just 
long enough to inspire hisspeople with visions of conquest, 
and excite their brains with the roll of drums and the blaze of 
red trowsers, and now he hurries toward the Rbine. The 
original cause of complaint has been removed ; the King of 
Prussia has refused to sanction Prince Leopold’s nomivation ; 
Spain bas offered to reject it; the Prince himself has formally 
Withdrawn; but these circumstances have had no weight 
with Napoleon ; the question of the throne is forgotten, and 
Spain is contemptuously motioned aside as it the quarrel, be- 
gun ostensibly on her account, was one which she really bad 
nothing todo. The batile now is for territory, not principle. 

The war we suppose will be a severe one, though it is not 
likely to be long. Europe now-a-days cannot bear contests 
of years’ duration ; war is too costly, the politics of the con- 
tinevt are too complicated, and dynasties are too infirm. A 
few weeks of fighting in 1866 destroyed the old German em- 
pire, made Austria practically a second-rate power, effected a 
new confederation of the German Sates, and raised Prussia 
to such a threatening preeminence among the military 
powers that her rivals hastened to make peace on the best 
terms they could. A few weeks more will probably decide 
whether Prussia shall retain her precedence, or the first place 
hereafter belong to France. §» far as we can judge from 
statistical returns, the two powers are almost evenly matched, 
but tbe victory will remain with that one whose reserves can 
be the more readily mobilized and whose organization will 
wok the more perfectly in practice. Theoretically every 
able-bodied adult both in France and in Prussia is a soldier 
during his prime of life; but in France tere are many ex- 
emptions and in Prussia there are few. Io Prussia, moreover, 
there is a larger population to draw trom than in France, for 
in time of war all the forces of the non-confederated States of 
South Germany will be at Prussia’s absolute disposal. In the 
course of the debate the other day in the French Corps Legis- 
latif on the proposal to reduce the contingent of 1871 (‘hat 
is, the number of new troops to be raised by recruiting and 
conscription) from 100,000 to 90,000, the Count de la 
Tour said: “ Even with an aunual contingent of 100,000 
men our military forces are inferior in number to those of 
Germany ;” and in another part of his speech he stated the ef- 
fective military force of France to be 810,000 men and that of

The summoning out of so vast a force, which represents the 
extreme military capacity of tue states subjected to Prussian 
rule, is extremely significant of the intention of the Prussian 
government to make the war as short aod as sharp as may 
‘be. It indicates also not less plainly the persistent absten- 
ition thus far of the South German States from the conflict. 
On this head it is well that there should be no misapprehen- 
sions. The South German States of Bavaria, Wurtemberg, 
Baden, and Hesse Darmstadt, numbering together more than 
eight millions of souls, are in nowise subject to the call of 
Prussia, excepting under contingencies which have not yet 
arisen, and which, if we may take the declared intentions asa 
guide to the real purposes ot the French government, are not 
immediately likely to arise out of the pending conflic!. The 
only obligations, indeed, of any kind incumbent upon those 
Siates towards Prussia were created no more than four years 
ago by treaties which were rather imposed upon than ac- 
cepted by them. These treaties, of course, will have no more 
sanctity for Wurtemberg, for Bavaria, fur Baden, or for Hesse- 
Darmsiadt, should they elect to disregard them entirely, than 
the much more solemn bonds of the German Confederation 
bad for Prussia when that power saw fit to rend them in su: - 
der in 1866. The patriotic party in Bavaria, always hostile to 
Prussia, and more hostile to her now than four years ago, is 
actually dominant at this moment in the Bavarian State. 
Wurtembtrg has never wavered in her conviction, solemaly 
expressed in 1867, that “the North German Confederation 
does not offer the necessary guarantees for the enjoyment of 
civil rights and the progress of liberty.” The Grand Duke of 
Baden is openly friendly to Prussia, a8 openly hostile to 
France, and eager for the absorption of his dominion by the 
North German Confederation. But his people are not at all 
of one mind with him. Both in Baden and io Hesse-Darm- 


.| stadt the people are greatly under the bitter anti-Prussian in- 


fluence of the two cilies of Mayence and of Frankfort, the 
former of which bas seen her development arrested for years, 
and the latter of which has seen her achieved prosperity 
struck down, by the Prussian policy. ‘ : 
Napoleonic invasion on the right bank of the Rhine, 
threatening a renewal of the conquests of 1815, would un- 
doubtedly rally all these populations at once to the. Prussian 
standard, hateful as that standard is. But no such invasion 
has taken place. - On the contrary, it is Prussia who has 
crossed the Rhine to invade France. And, although we re- 
ceive very thrilling stories by way of Berlin, of the uprising 
of the Southern Germans in defence of King William and of 
the Hohenzollerns, a good deal of allowance must be made 
for the heated imagination of ‘the Prussian capital in accept-

days to mobilize her entire reserve, and it is probable that 
both she aud France will be able to move with equal or 
greater celerity now. 

But if Prussia has a preponderance of strength on Land, 
France has an overwhelming superiority in her navy. To the 
improvement of this arm of tlie service she has devoted dur- 
ing the last few years enormous sums of money, aud there is 
no fleet in the world, exceptthat of Great Britain, which can 
cope with bers for an hour. The latest improvements in 
naval ordoance, armor platiog, and new systems of attack aud 
defense, have all been adopted. Splendid turret vessels, fit to 
rival the English ships Monarch and Captain, rams, gun-boats, 
floating batteries, eighteen iron-clad frigates mounting from 
12 to 32 guns each, and a multitude of smaller vessels, are in- 
cluded io this splendid maritime force. Prussia also bas 
some magnificent armored ships, but she is no match for 
France on the sea, and Napoleon can easily carry out his pur- 

ge of blockading most of the Pruesian ports. It is doubt- 

ul if uny cerious engagement takes place on the water. The 

brunt of the campaign will be borne on the Rhine, in the 
midst of that net-work of fortresses upon which the military 
engin¢ers of so many generations have expended their ingenu- 
ity. Here Prussia has the advantages of previous possession 
and the most minute acquaintance with the country. For 
years ber officers have traversed the provinces back and forth ; 
her soldiers have marched over all the roads—we might 
almost say have drilled in all the fields. Ever since the first 
threatening of war she has been concentrating her armies in 
these strong places, and she will have in her favor almost 
every aid which military science has devised for a defending 
force. She will have a patriotic and enthusiastic people sup- 
porting her, and # just cause to give her confidence. From 
present appearances it would seem that the odds areall io her 
favor ; but how well she is reatly prepared for battle, how 
well she has preserved the admirable organization which gave 
her such a superiority in 1866, are questions which can only 
be answered by the test of war.—W. Y. 7rtbune. 





THE GENERALS IN COMMAND OF THE FRENCH ARMY. 


The three men on whom public attention is fixed most 
strongly at the head of the three great columns of the French 
army, MacMahon, Canrobert and Bezaine, are nearly of the 
same age, a year Or two over sixty. MacMabon is of Irish 
descent. ith Canrobert, he was a cadet of St. Cyr, while 
Bazaine rose from the ranks. He showed conspicuous courage 
at the storming of the gate at Constantine, in the Algerine 
war; it was his command that carried the Malakoff in the 
Crimean war, and he wascreated Marsbal of France and Dake 
of Magenta for winning the battle of that name, in the war in 
ltaly, in command of the Second Corps. He is personally 
known to the King of Prussia.as having altended Lis corona- 
tion as Ambassador Extraordinary from the French court. 
He has since been Governor-General of Algeris, and now goes 
to the Rhine for immediate active operations.

the town upon the retreat of the Russian forces. It wilt be 
recollected how speedily he put Juarez to flight in succeed- 
ing to the command of the French in Mexico, and also how 
promptly he was recalled to France when Napoleon saw his 
blunder in attempting to establish the empire in that country. 
As his master seeks to repair that blunder in a war for terri- 
torial aggrandizement, 80 it may be well supposed that Ba- 
zaine, in carrying on that war, gill ardently desire to efface 
the humiliation of his inglorious exit from the Mexican 
scene.

Russia declared waragainst Turkey, 
November 1. Frarce and England declared war against Rus- 
sia, March 27-28, 1854. The baitie of Alma was fought Sep- 
tember 20; battle of Balaclava, October 25; battle of Inker- 
man, Nov. 5. Sardinia joined the allies January 26, 1855. 
The Malakhoff was taken by the French, September 8. Swe- 
den joined the allies November 21; and hostilities were sus- 
pended November 29, 1856. The war between the Western

trian ultimatum by Sardinia, April 25. The Austrians crossed 
the Ticino April 27. The French entered Genoa May 3. The 
batt'e of Montebell was fought May 20; battle of Magenta, 
May 30-31 ; and battle of Sviferino, June 24.

The French newspapers, especially the. Figaro and the 
Gaulois, are delighted with the story of Lady Godiva, which 
has just reached them. From the enthusiasm inspired by the 
subject, it is to be foreseen that the legend which has been so 
poetically treated by Tennyson will before long fall into the 
defacing hands of Offenbach. ‘Tom Peeping,” as he is call- 
ed, will make a part for Dupuis, and the aristocratic imper- 
sonator of d duchesses will, of course, represent “la 
blonde Anglaise,” Lady Godiva. One can fancy “le Comte 
de Caventry’’ drawn by the creator of Lord Boum as an ec- 
centric mediseval nobleman, a grotesque embodiment of feud- 
alism, a sort of British “Sire de Framboisy.” But the scenes 
between Lady Godiva and “Tom Peeping,” who will natur- 
ally be Lady Godiva’s lover, may be expected to form the 
most remarkable portion of the work. 

A curious “ custom of the country” was brought under the 
notice of the county magistrates at Kirkby Lonsdale, in West- 
moreland, the other day. Two farmers’ sons were charged 
with assaulting John Atkinson the younger on Sunday even- 
ing the 19ih ult, The complainant said he was walking with 
a young woman when the defendants ran behind him, apd 
while one of them held him round the waist the other threw 
a sack over his head. On the complainant trying to get 
away one of the defendants struck him on the face and gave 
him a black > The complainant in cross-examination ad- 
mitted that he was out upon a “courting expedition,” and 
that it was a custom prevalent around Kirkby Lonsdale that, 
if a young man went out of his own township to court a girl 
in another, he was expected to “ pay his footing” or be sack- 
ed. He had refused to pay a shilling for his “footing,” and 
had been “sacked” by the defendants. At the suggestion of 
che magistrates the information was withdrawn upon the de- 
fendants paying the costs. 

Dispatches from Paris foreshadow what the programme is 
to be on the part of the French. Entering Hesse, they will 
move On, in order to occupy Frankfort, with the intention of 
sweeping all Prussian territory to the west of the Rhine. 
This accomplished, the political purpose begius to manifest 
itself, in the reconstruction of the Rhenish Confederation, 
which will then come up, as a consequence. Doubtless the 
real meaning of that is the reclamation of the Rhine, as the 
permanent national boundary of France. This is a very pretly 
programme as it is seen on paper, and in the bulletins from 
France. Doubtiess it will tickle the Parisians to read it, and 
move them to shout with greater enthusiasm than ever Vive 
?Empereur /—but before it can be realized, who can tell how 
many gallant Frenchmen will have to bite the dust, and how 
mavy French and German rivers will be reddened with their 
blood. The Prussian plan of campaign is not yet developed 
but it will scarcely be consistent with the dash and genius of 
Bismarck, that it should be one conducted on principles 
| purely defensive. We expect to hear that he will strike soon 
—and strike hard. 


There is a prospect of a terrible war in Europe, involving 
the destruction of millions of dollars’ worth of subsistence 
which in peace would be saved. At the same time a wasting 
drought in Fraace has shortened her crops one-half and re- 
duced the price of her live stock to almost nothing, owing to 
the scarcity of forage; and the same drought, more or leas 
disastrous in its effects, has been felt, and still prevails, from 
the Baltic to the Black Sea. From these facts it is apparent 
that there will be an extraordinary demand all over Kurope 
for the next twelve months for surplus breadstuffs and provi- 
sions of all descriptions. Here ia the United States there has 
been a splendid wheat harvest, which includes a good harvest 
of rye, barley and oats. The Indian corn crop is now devel- 
— itself, and the general promise is very good. ‘“ We 
would say, however,” says a contemporary, “ to every farmer 
concerned, North and South, make and save as much of this 
crop as possible, for by next winter the product of an acre in 
corn may be worth more in cash than ao acre’s yield in cot- 
ton. 

The following is an extract from the instructions issued by 
the Dominion government t the commanders of guubvats 
and other officers employed in protecting Canadian fisheries : 
—The limits within which you will, in the necessary exer- 
cise of your power, exclude United States fishermen or deiain 
American fishing vessels or boats are for the present to be excep- 
tional. Difficuities have arisen in former times in respect to 
the question whether the exclusive limits should be measured 
on lines drawn parallel everywhere to the coast, and describ- 
ing 18 sinuosities or On lines produced from headland to 
headiand across the entrance of bays, creeks, and harbors. 
Her Majesty’s government is clearly of the opinion that by 
tne Convention of 1818 the United States have renounced the 
right of fishing not oaly within three miles oi the colonial 
chores, but within three miles of a line drawn across any bay 
orcreek. It is, however, the wish of her Majesty’s govern- 
ment neither to concede nor for the present entorce any rights 
iu this respect which are in their nature open to any serious 
question, until further instructions. Therefore, you will not 
interfere wilh any American fishermen unless tound within 
three miles of the shore, or within three miles of a line drawn 
across the mouth of a bay or creek which is less than ten geo- 
graphical miles in width. In case of any other bay, as Bay 
de Chaleur, for example, you will not admit any Uniied 
Siates fishing vessel or boat or any American fisherman in- 
side of # line drawn across at that part of such bay, where its 
width does not exceed ten miles.”’

THE WAR IN EUROPE. 


Although the preparations for a gigantic contest between 
France and Prussia go on uninterruptedly, there seems to be 
at the present writing some hesitation as to which side shall 
inaugurate hostilities. It is probable, however, that the delay 
is caused by the desire on both sides to gain all the time pos- 
sible in view of the tremendous character which the contest 
may eventually assume. Once the signal gun is fired events 
will doubtless speed rapidly to the inevitable consummation, 
and every hour of precious time secured now may have a sen- 
sible bearing upon the final issue. In this view of the case, it 
may not be uninteresting to briefly recapitulate the present re- 
sources of the belligerents. And, in the first place, France, 
whose constant preparation for war may be compared to a 
soldier sleeping on his arms, has 414,632 men on the peace 
footing, and 647,271 men as a field army, or 1,350,000 in all as 
her ordinary strength. Of these 370,000 men are read to 
march at the tap of the drum on the outbreak ef hostilities, 
Austria, which, correctly or meorrectly, is regarded as the in- 

evitable ally of France, has 278,470 men on the peace establish- 
ment, and 838,700 on a war footing, or 300,000 fully prepared 
to move. Could the South German States be secured on the 
same side, they would add—having 66,540 men on the peace, 
and 184,406 men on the war footing—107,000 men to the grand 
effective force against Prussia. Such a coalition would give 
France the control of 777,000 fighting men at once, with a re- 
serve of 1,596,106 trained soldiers. On the other hand, Prussia 
has 726,000 men on the peace, or 1,266,000 on the war footing, 
with 300,000 now ready for operations. On her western fron- 
tier North Germany, going with Prussia, and having 315,526 
men on the peace footing and 554,9993 on the field, or 944,- 
21 “On the war footing, will add 546,000 men to the instantly 
available force of the latter. This would place at Prussia’s 
immediate disposal 846,059 men, and 1,354,321 in reserve— 
or, in other words, 69,000 more at first than the number 
represented by the French alliance we have suggested, but 
subsequently 231,785 less. Admitting, however, the inability 
of France to gain over to her side the States of Southern Ger- 
many, and the probability of their joining their fortunes with 
Prussia, the latter would have 1,053,000 men at once, or 176,- 
000 more than France to ‘‘move upon the enemy's works.” 
This would also leave Prussia with a reserve of 1,441,727 men, 
or only 154,379 less than that of the Franco-Austrian 
coalition. 
From these figures it will be seen that, in the cases as- 
sumed the available strength of the contending forces would 
be nearly equal, so that the result would depend quite as much 
upon generalship as upon the mere weight of numbers, 
Prussia is, although less homogeneous than France, so to 
speak, a nation of soldiers, and in this respect is better pre- 
pared for a life-and-death struggle than France. The latter's 
strength, on the other hand, lies in her superb army and its 
proficiency in the art of war. Both contestants will call to 
their aid the many recent inventions in deadly weapons, and 
it is probable that on this account, and because of the 
masses of men they will hurl against each other, the war will 
be short, sharp, and decisive, like that between Prussia and 
Austria in 1866. One or two grand pitched battles will decide 
the question ot the Rhine boundary, and the disastrous defeat 
which will probably be the fate of one of the contestants will 
result in a speedy, amicable settlement of the matters at issue, 
Modern weapons have been rendered tvo destructive of hu- 
man life to render their continued use in any struggle 
practicable, and their effects in thus shortening in- 
ternational conflicts may be said to be beneficial to 
humanity. As an _ illustration of these remarks the 
deadly mitrailleuse—which will doubtless be used by the 
French, and of whose destructive powers report speaks 
almost incredibly—may be taken as an example of one of the 
terrible engines of modern warfare.

THE ADJOURNMENT OF CONGRESS. 

The record of the Congress which has just closed is not 
altogether creditable to that body. While important mea- 
sures have pressed for action and the burdens which necessary 
war legislation had imposed on the people called loudly for re- 
lief, the greater part of the session has been monopolised by 
words, idle words, that savored neither of patriotism nor states- 
manship, and which windy declamation kept the business of 
legislation at a standstill, and paralyzed some of the most im- 
portant commercial interests of the country. It was only 
when two-thirds of the session had been wasted that members 
awoke to the fact that appropriations must be voted and other 
bills acted upon if the wheels of the government were to be

To attain this, the Secretary 
put forward the Funding Bill, the characteristic provision of 
which looked to the compulsory acceptance of bonds paying 
only four, or four and a half, per cent. by those holding 
United States securities bearing six per cont. interest on the 
investment. A more unreasonable proposition could not well 
be imagined. Such, however, was the main feature of the 
Funding Bill as presented to the Senate in February last. Its 
rapid passage through that body, involving a very brief dis. 
cussion of its provisions, and its final adoption by an over- 
whelming majority, had the natural effect of unhinging the 
finances of the country and causing a steady, although slow, 
decline of from six to eight per cent. in government securities,

and of unsettling the money market generally. When 
hithe Bill was introduced in the House, it should 
have been disposed of at once, but the Ways 


and Means Committee, to which its consideration was 
referred, committed the blunder of delaying its consideration 
for five months. When it finally became a law, the uncer- 
tainty and suspense attending it had occasioned much injury 
to business interests, although, as passed, it becomes inoper- 
ative for some time to come at least, especially in view of the 
present European prospects. It would have been far better to 
have deferrei the subject altogether. 

Take, again, Congressional action on the important cur- 
rency question. [Early in the session it became evident that 
while the House was in favor of expansion, the Senate was in- 
clined to contraction. | How to harmonize the opposing ele- 
ments, therefore, became a matter of no little concern, and 
the result was the passage of a compromise Banking and Cur- 
rency Bill, providing for free banking on a gold basis, 
and the redistribution of $79,000,000 of national currency 
—a measure which, like ell compromises, will be likely 
to suit neither the Eastern contractionists nor the West- 
ern inflationists, and which may be termed neither fish, flesh 
nor fowl. Another important financial measure was the 
tariff and tax act, which absorbed much of the attention 
of both Houses, At the eleventh hour modifications were 
agreed to which redute the import duties on tea, coffee 
and sugar fifty per cent., and make a total reduction in the 
tariff of some thirty millions. The worst blunder of the ses- 
sion was, however, perpetrated in perpetuating the income-tax 
until 1872, at the rate of two and a half per cent., the sum ex- 
empted from taxation being increased from $1,000 to $2,000. 

That this was the height of legislative folly, in view of the 
fact that the national revenue surplus last year was over 
hundred millions, we think Congressmen themselves will be 
compelled to admit when they come to reason the matter with 
their constituents at the polls. 

Turning from financial to political measures, we find that 

the passage of the amended Naturalization Bill has done 

something towards putting an-snd to the gross frauds which 

have been so shamefully perpetrated in this and other cities. 

The Bill, however, does not strike at the root of the evil, and 

supplementary legislation will be required. The work of re- 

construction, as regards Georgia, is still left uncompleted, and 

a gross act of injustice has been inflicted upon an unoffending 

people. Among the measures which failed of final considers- 

tion were the census, civil service and postal telegraph bills— 

all important measures, The popular desire for the acquisi- 

tion of San Domingo was defeated by the Senate, and both 

Houses failed to give expression to the general sentiment re- 

garding Cuban independence. But the greatest blunder of 

all was in not providing for the transfer and register of foreign 

ships to American owners during the present war in Europe, 

as recommended by the President in his Message. As & whole, 

therefore, the session cannot be regarded as affording  speci-

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BRITISH COLUMBIA AND THE DOMINION. 


The delegates from British Columbia to the Dominion of 
Canada having completed their duties at Ottawa, have turned 
their faces homeward. Their mission, our readers are doubt- 
less aware, was to agree upon the terms on which British Oo- 
lumbia might be admitted to the Confederation. These terms, 
have been considered and will be at once forwarded to Go- 
vernor Musgrave, after having been accepted by the Governor- 
General of Canada. If approved by the former, they will then 
be made public, and he will issue the writ for an election under 
the new constitution, promised by him in his message to the 
colonial legislature. The election will take place in October, 
and the House will meet in December to consider the p - 
terms, which, if accepted, will be laid before the Dominion 
Parliament in February uext. After full and free discussion 
in that body, if favorable yote is reached, joint addresses 
will be forwarded to the Queen from Canada and British Oo- 
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i ing Her Majesty to consent to the admis é

No one can 
shut his eyes to the fact that union with British Columbia un- 
less followed by the construction of a railroad, would not be 
of much immediate avail. A railway running through British 
territory and uniting the two oceans, is an absolute necessity 
of the hour in the Dominion. Nor is it Canada, in her colo- 
nial position, alone that would be benefited. It has been de- 
monstrated by the reports of more than one competent engi- 
neer, that such a road would form the best line of communica- 
tion between Great Britain and China and Japan, and would, 
therefore, materially assist English merchants in maintaining 
the position which they now enjoy in the trade with 
the far East, It would also serve to greatly strengthen 
British power in India. In the event of that 
gigantic struggle for the possession of India, which 
many think is sure sooner or later to come, troo s and muni- 
tions of war could be brought across the Atlantic to Halifax, 
thence conveyed by the Dominion Pacific Railway to Victo- 
ria, and thence to Madras and Calcutta far more safely than by 
any other route. In case of a war between Great Britain 
and Russia, it is very doubtful whether the ‘‘ overland route” 
by way of Alexandria and Aden would be at all times available. 
The American Pacific road certainly would not, so that to 
avoid the delays and perils of the long sea voyage round the 
Cape of Good Hope, the Canadian Pacific railroad would be 
the only one on which the Imperial government could safely 
depend. Its construction would therefore not only prove to 
be of immense benefit to Canada, and a certain bond of union 
between the different provinces of the Dominion, but would 
also tend to establish the commercial supremacy of Britain in 
India, China, and Japan. Thus it is to hoped that the repre- 
sentations of Mr. Campbell will induce the Home government 
to lend a favorable ear to the project, and that when the union 
is proclaimed capital may also be ready wherewith to com- 
mence this beneficent inter-provincial undertaking. 





PAPAL INFALLIBILITY. 

The promulgation of theJdogma of Infallibility could not 
have been made at a worse time for the continuance of the 
temporal power of the Pope. Viewed with distrust by nearly 
all the continental governments, they will be less and less dis- 
posed to interfere in any domestic difficulty with his discon- 
tented subjects in which the infallible Father may become in- 
volved. It is true that France may not immediately withdraw 
her small army of occupation from Rome, but she is not in a 
position to reinforce it should the followers of Mazzini or Gari- 
baldi disturb the even tenor of existence in the Eternal City 
by street emewtes and similar contrivances of,the canaille, If, 
therefore, the Romans desire liberation from the Papal sway, 
now is the time to strike for it. Emphatically the iron is hot, 
and such an opportunity is given to the discontented as may 
not occur againfor years. The Pope, by his stupid persistence 
in an untenable position—untenable in the light of reason and 
common sense, however endorsed by Councils Ecumenical and 
otherwise—has alienated many of his best friends and given 
his enemies an immense advantage. What the result of the 
present complications, s> far as the Pope is concerned, will be, 
it were difficult to predict, but certain it is that his temporal 
power hangs suspended by the slenderest of threads. The 
events of an hour may snap it asunder, never again to be uni- 
ted, in which case his holiness will be compelled to accept an 
ssylum with some friendly Power. Pio Nono may be infallible 
8 a prelate, but he certainly is not invincible as a ruler.

demonstrations made by the Peace party in Paris, one 


thousand men carrying a whole flag and shouting ‘‘ ala pata” 
having paraded some of the streets. A collision between the 
troops and the processionists was at one time imminent. On 
Sunday the Prefect of Police issued an order to his men to put 
a stop to all such demonstrations. As a proof, however, of the 
popularity of the war, it is stated that the public and private 
subscriptions to the various charitable projects incident to the 
war'are very liberal in all parts of the country. The Duke de 
Mortmarte had given 100,000 francs to one of these funds. 
Many persons had agreed to pay certain sums daily dur- 
ing the continuance of the war, and others again to pay double 
taxes. .Many manufacturers continued the wages of their em- 
ployees who chose to enlist as soldiers, The Empress 
had sent 50,000 francs to the Society of Aid for the Wounded. 
As to the commencement of hostilities several reports of en- 
gagements had been circulated, but they subsequently proved 
to be without foundation. As to future movements the Paris 
Liberte gives the following: ‘‘ The army will first enter Hesse 
in order to neutralize the Southern States of Germany. They 
will then occupy and fortify the city of Frankfort. From this 
point they will be able to sweep all Prussian territory to the 
left of the Rhine. They will then enter Prussia by way of 
Westphalia, and a reconstruction of the Rhenish Confedera- 
tion will follow.” On the 15th inst the Duke de Grammont 
addressed the Senate recounting the different steps in the 
Hohenzollern affair, and assigning as a cause of the present at- 
titude of France the refusal of the King of Prussia to further 
negotiate with the French envoy. On the 16th the Senate 
proceeded in a body to St. Cloud, and presented a patriotic 
address to the Emperor and Empress. The following officers 
will command the different corps of the French army: Marshal 
Canrobert the First, the Duke of Palikao the Second, General 
Frossard the Third, Marshal McMahon the Fourth, General de 
Failly the Fifth, and Marshal Bazaine the Imperial Guard and 
the reserve. Prince Napoleon will also probably com- 
manda corps. On the 18th inst. a grand dinner was given by 
the Emperor at St. Cloud after the Council of War. The prin- 
cipal officers of the regiments of the line arfd of the Imperia, 
Guard. who are on the eve of leaving Paris, were present, 
They testified in a most enthusiastic manner their devotion to 
the Emperor. The band played the Marseillaise. On the 10th 
inst., in the High Court of Justice at Blois, M. Arago rose 
and moved that, in view of the approach of war and the con- 
sequent agitation of the country, the trial of the persons ac- 
cused of conpiracy be postponed. The court, after considera- 
tion, denied the motion, and the trial was proceeded with. 
Baron Rothschild, who was drawn as a member of the jury of 
the High Court, did not attend, and has been fined 5,000f. In 
the Corps Legislatif on the 20th inst., the Duke de Grammont 
announced that war had been declared with Prussia and her 
allies in the following words :—‘* According to the rules and 
usage of nations, and by order of the Emperor, I have re- 
quested the Charge d’Affaires at Berlin to notify the Cabinet 
of Prussia of our resolution to seek with arms the guarantees 
we could not obtain by discussion. This has been done, and 
in consequence thereof a state of war exists since the 19th be- 
tween France and Prussia. This declaration applies to the al- 
lies of Prussia who give her armed assistance.” No news- 
paper correspondents, French or foreign, will be allowed to 
accompany the French army. Up toa late hour in the after- 
noon of Wednesday no fighting on sea or land had been re- 
ported at Paris, although rumors of battles, naval and military 
were afloat. ‘The Bourse wss then growing weaker and rentes 
had declined to 65. The Journal Officiel says in case Den- 
mark joins France in the war the Princes of Orleans will serve 
in the Danish army. Telegraphic communication between 
France and Germany has been destroyed by the authorities. 
In England the war news naturally excites interest in view 
of the future possible complications. On the 15th inst., Mr. 
Disraeli, in the House of Commons, asked the government for 
an expression of its opinion on the Continental disturbances. 
He could not believe in the nineteenth century a war of suc- 
cession possible, in view of our elevated tendencies and wide 
sympathies. Mr. Gladstone denied that there was any suffi- 
cient ground for trouble, and added that the causes were unfit 
for discussion. Neither Power had declined friendly interven- 
tion. He referred to the provisions made by the Congress of 
Paris for arbitration ; but belligerents were yet unwilling to 
accept them. He still hoped there would be an opportunity 
for a renewed attempt to mediate, which should be eagerly 
seized. On the 18th inst., in the House of Lords, Earl Rus- 


ment in the present situation on the continent, and Lord 
Cairns asked especially if steps had been taken to enforce the 
neutrality laws. Earl Granville promised that the documents 
concerning the war would be laid before the House as soon as 
they were copied. On the same evening, in the House of 
Commons, Mr. Harcourt made an inquiry touching the mea- 
sures for the preservation of English neutrality. Mr. Glad- 
stone said the inquiry was premature, coming beforea declara- 
tion of war was made. While the Premier was thus speaking 
a despatch from Lord Lyons was handed to him, announcing 
that the formal declaration of war had been sent by the French 
government to Berlin. Mr. Gladstone then replied that all 
the papers would be submitted as soon as possible, and that a 
measure looking to the preservation of neutrality was in pre- 
paration. Particular attention would be paid to the measure rela- 
tive to thestatus of belligerent ships in British ports. After a dis- 
cussion on the strength of the army, during which Mr. Osborne 
asserted that the government was unable to put 50,000 men in 
the field, the Commons adjourned.

Earl Granville reports that the determined and 
absolute refusal of the Emperor Napoleon to entertain nego- 
tiations render it probable that any attempt to renew them 
will be useless until a great battle has been fought. A great 
popular demonstration in favor of France had been made in 
Dublin on the evening of the 19th. More than one hundred 
thousand people, with twenty bands of music, were out on 
parade. The French and Irish flags were carried entwined. 
The police charged the procession and captured these flags, 
but the mob rallied and retook them. Intense excitement 
prevailed. Consols had declined on the London Stock Ex- 
change to 89}, and Five-twenties of 1862 to 80. 

From Berlin we learn that, on the 18th inst., King William 

made a speech to a great crowd of the people of Berlin who 
came to congratulate him. He said ‘‘he was not responsible 
for the war which had just broken out. He might personally 
be passive under outrage, but Germany, even from beyond the 
seas, had spoken. Sacrifices were sure. Prussia had been 
spoiled by her rapid victoriesin two wars, and perhaps a worse 
fate awaited her now. He, however, knew what to hope from 
God, the army and the people.” In the’ Ecumenical Council, 
onthe 13th inst., when the vote on infallibility was taken, 
601 fathers were present. Many who were on leave of absence 
were hastily recalled to lessen the numerical importance of 
the opposition. The sitting was greatly agitated ; the specta- 
tors were especially demonstrative, and the Papal guards were 
obliged to keep them back. Each Father voted aloud when his 
name was calied. The report is confirmed that Cardinals Rau- 
scher, Schwartzenburg and Mathien and the Archbishop of 
Paris and Lyons, voted against infallibility. In all twenty- 
five French bishops voted against the dogma, and ten voted 
conditionally. On the 19th inst., the Council held a public 
session, at which 538 fathers were present. The Schema de 
Ecclesta Christi was adopted by a vote of 536 to 2, and was 
approved as a constitution of the Church, by the Pope, who 
pronounced a brief allocution. King William “opened the ses- 
session of the North German Parliament on the 19th inst., 
with a speech, in which he said Prussia had no interest in the 
selection of the Prince of Hohenzollern for the Spanish 
throne. It had, nevertheless, furnished the Emperor of the 
French a pretext for war unknown to diplomacy, and, scorn- 
ing peace, he had indulged in language to Germany which 
could only have {been prompted by a miscalculation of her 
strength. Germany was powerful enough to resent such lan- 
guage and repel such violence. He had fully weighed the re- 
sponsibility which rested on the man who drives into war and 
havoc two great and tranquil nations, yearning for peace and 
the enjoyment of the common blessings of Christian civiliza_ 
tion. After the King’s speech had been delivered, a loan of 
120,000,000 thalers was carried unanimously, amid the wildest 
expressions of enthusiasm by all parties. The most perfect 
harmony exists in the Governments of all the North German 
States. 
Later and authentic advices from Tienstin, by telegraph 
through Siberia, confirm the previous reports of the massacre 
of foreigners in China. The outrages were committed on the 
10th of June. The natives set fire to and destroyed the French 
establishments, but left those of the Germans untouched. 
The representatives of the Foreign Powers at Pekin had ad- 
dressed a joint note to the Chinese government, demanding 
the punishment of the rioters, and indemnity for the losses 
sustained.

The war excitement in Wall Street has had the effect of put- 
ting up the price of Gold from ten to twelve per cent., and 
lowering quotations on the Stock Exchange from one to six 
percent. Gold, after closing on Saturday last at 116%, was 
run up to 122} on Monday morning, and then back to 1204, ° 
On Tuesday it fluctuated between 123} and 120}, and on Wed- 
nesday the sales were from 121} to 1223, while thus far to-day 
they have been within one per cent. of 121. The rates paid 
for carrying gold have varied from 6 per cent. per annum to 
3-64ths per cent. per diem. The transactions have been on an 
enormous scale, and the Gold Exchange Bank has found its re- 
sources taxed to the utmost to make the necessary clearings. 
The German bankers have been large buyers of gold aud sels 
lers of United States bonds. The steamer Java and Colorado 
which sailed yesterday took $2,698,000 of specie. The foreign 
exchange market has been very strong, and Lills on cc atinent- 
al cities, Paris excepted, are bought with difficulty and quoted 
jrregularly. Prime bankers bills on England at sixty days are 
in moderate demand at 110 @ 4, and short sight bills at 1102 
@ %. It was a source of astonishment to the Gold Room that 
bids for on! y $625,000 were put in for the million of coin which 
the Treasury offered for sale on the 20th inst. On the same 
date the officers of the Bank of France announced an advance 
in the rate of interest to 3} per cent. 

The distrust resulting from the disturbance of the gold and 
stock markets, and the increased demand for loans on coin, 
which is being carried on speculative account, had the effect

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of the best grade is quoted at the same figures. United States 
bonds have been depressed by the heavy decline which has 
taken place in them, in common with other securities, on the 
London Stock Exchange and the Frankfort Bourse, where 
they were pressed for sale in large amounts. Railway shares 
have also been affected unfavorably in sympathy with the 
general unsettlement of values, gold and stocks having moved, 
on the whole, in opposite directions. The theory is that 
our foreign trade will be to some extent interrupted by the 
withdrawal of the French and German steamers and sailing 
vessels, and that this will diminish the traffic of the railways, 
and the customs revenue of the government at the same time. 
This, however, cannot be for long, as vessels under neutral 
flags will rapidly take the place of the others, and there is no 
prospect of a blockade of the ports of the belligerents. 


The excitement in financial and commercial circles, grow- 
ing out of the war between France and Prussia, has been 
considerably heightened, says the Shipping List, by the specu- 
lations regarding the possible involvement of other European

interests. The result of the present aspect of affairs on the 
Continent is a decidedly chaotic condition of the leading 
European markets, which, in a modified form, is reflected in 
ourowv. The gold premium is about 8 points higher than 
at the date of our last, with a larger amount changing hands 
than at apy time since the collapse of the market last Sep- 
tember, the German bankers being among the heaviest buy- 
ers. The effect of this large advance and the unsettled con- 
dition of the market has beea ‘o restrict about all kinds of 
business, except in breadstuffs, the transactions in which have 
been immense, and at steadily rising prices. Certain kinds 
of provisions have also attracted increased attention, while 
freights to English ports have improved fifty to a hundred 
per cent., with an active demand for tonnage, American hav- 
ing the preference, at equal rates, owing to the discrimina- 
tion against foreign flags by Underwriters. Many kinds of 
staple products of fureign growth and production are held 
higher, owing to the rise in gold, and the possibility of a tem- 
porary limitation of fresh supplics, but buyers do not respond, 
and the most thatcan be said is that values are unsettled. 
The demand for most of our exportable products, aside from 
food materials, has fallen off, with the result of a depression 
in prices. This is particularly the case with cotton and pe- 
troleum. Foreign exchange is unsettled, but very firm for 
sterling. Bankers are drawing very few Continental bills, and 
the rates tor German and French are entirely nominal. Our 
local banks have gained five and a half millions in coin dur- 
ing the past week, and fourieen and a half millions in depos- 
its, whizh reflects the activity in the gold market. The in- 
crease uf five and # half millions in the loans also reflects ap 
increased demand for money, yet the supply of currency is so 
ample that the market remuins easy. 

The N. G. steamer Hermann did not sail from this port on 
Saturday, her regular day, but the N. G. stesmer Silesia sailed 
on the 20th inst., carrying the United States mails. The 
managers of the line to which she belongs feel confident that 
the French navy bas no vessel which can intercept her. The 
Prussian Government gives notice uf theremoval of all guides

epaiches represent a virtual embargo of North German ship- 
ping in British porte. The Lloyds exact irom 5 to 10 guineas 
in the shape of war risks on the German shipping. There is 
also quite a large fleet of N. G. vessels in American ports, 
unable to obtain business, owing to the war risks exacted by 
under writes. 

There is a prospect of considerable stringency in the money 
markets of Europe before the year closes, Applications for 
loans to the amount of $165,000,000 were announced previous 
to the Franco-Prussian complication. The Pasha of Egypt 
wants $25,000,000; Spain, $12,000,000; Peru, $60,000,000; 
Uruguay, $3,000,000 ; Roumania, $5,000,000, and Italy prob- 
ably $50,000,000. If weadd to these amounts the war de- 
mands of France and Prussia, it is not improbable that the 
capacity and good nature of capitalists will be tested. With 
a failure of c.ops in Spain and France, and the diversion of 
several hundred thousand men from the productive classes, 
the financial difficulty will be increased

Army and Navy. 


Two soldiers—one in the 9th and one in the 94th Regiment 
—died recently wkile marchingin the hot weather from West 
Ham to Aldershot, by way of Kingston and Guildford. 

An old man, hamed Thomas Richings, has just died at his 
son’s residence at Cirencester. The deceased is supposed to 
have been the last of that brave crew who fought on board 
the Shannon in her engagement with the American frigate 
the Chesapeake, in June, 1618. In this action the deceased 
lost his leit leg. He was 85 years of age. 


The new flying squadron which will leave Exgland about 
the second week in October, under the command of Rear- 
Admiral Beauchamp Seymour, C.B., will consist of the Nar- 
cissus, flagship, 35 guns, 2,665 tons, and 400-horse power ; the 
G , 28 guns, 3,087 tone, and 600-horse power ; the Au- 
rora, 35 guns, 2,556 tons, and 400-horse power ; the Volage, 
8 guns, 2,332 tons, and 600-horse power; and probably two 
corvettes of the Jason cluss. 

The 35-ton gun is no longer a mere matter of controversy. 
The order has been given by the British War Office for the 
construction of a gun of this magnitude, and the Royal Gun 
Factories at Woolwich are now engaged in its manufacture, 
Of Sir Joseph Whitworth and Sir William Armstrong at pre- 
sent we hear nothing. The colossal piece of ordnance now in 
band will be an enlarged specimen of the “ Woolwich gun,” 
which is in reality a coil gun on the principle introduced by 
Mr. Fraser, whereby the number of the parts (as compared 
with the Armstrong method) is greatly diminished, while the 
total cost is materially reduced, and the strength of the gun is 
not only preserved but increased. It is desired that the gun 
now ordered should be made with all practicable epeed, but 
it is reasonable to expect that the first gun on this unusual 
scale will occupy a longer period for its production than any

_ The second session of the Forty-first Congress closed on 
the 15th inst. Most of the time on Friday afternoon was 
consumed in discussing the President’s message regarding the 
war in Europe and the increase of the mercantile marine ;
